“Ragged starving mobs struggled to subsist on dogs, cats, weeds and grass.” 
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SOVIET FARMER SHOWS HIS GAINS. This member of a 
collective farm is showing how his income has increased. The 
smaller bag shows how much he received for each working day in 
1932, the larger one shows what he got in 1933. The small one is 
marked 5 kilograms, about 12 pounds, the larger one is marked 
8 kilograms, or about 18 pounds. In 1934 his income would be still 
larger. This is only part of what he gets; he shares in the collective 
farms’ production of potatoes and other vegetables, and of meat and 
dairy products. Besides this he gets his share in the cash income 
of the collective farm from the sale of the farm’s products. . 


PEASANTS RESTING IN THE FIELDS. Tke above picture shows peasants of Moscow 
region at rest during harvest time, while one of them is reading out of the newspaper “Socialist 
Agriculture’.. In one respect the picture is out of date. Most of the work of harvesting crops is now 
done by tradtors, relieviny the peasants from the back-breaking drudgery which made the Russian 
word for “harvest” a’synonvin tor “suffering.” Today more work is done by tractors in the Soviet 
Union than in the United States. This spring an army of 320,000 tractors will plant and harvest 
the crops. Accordine to the plan for the year 1935, which was exceeded in the first two months 
ot this year, p total of 97000 new tractors will be built to make work easier, and insure that the 
Soviet Union's record agricultural yiélds will be st ill further increased.

Hearst and his henchmen will stop at no lie about the Soviet 
Union. But these liars can’t even be consistent in the lies they tell. 
Hearst himself uses as his authority a Nazi propagandist named 
Ammende, who kas never been in the Soviet Union» This faker, in 


an effort to reconcile workers to their hardships under Hitler, made 


this statement, accepted as Gospel by Hearst: “Last year, it was 
admitted the grain crop was fair. Even then it is estimated between 
five and ten million people died of starvation.” 

The latest liars, Ripley and Emma Goldman, estimate the num- 
ber at 2,000,000 in 1932, not a year later as Ammende says. Emma, 
by the way, hasn’t been in the Soviet Union since shortly after the 
Revolution. That may account for her being an expert on the 
Soviet Union. . 

But Hearst has a correspondent in Moscow, Lindsey Parrott, 
among the many on the Hearst payroll, alone is in a position 
to know the truth. And here is what he said, after making a trip 
recently through the Ukraine, which is supposed to be starving, 
and in which, according to Hearst, foreigners are forbidden. 


“The activity of the collectives of the villages in the kolhoz 
markets at all stations is another good sign. The peasants ar 
selling bread, eggs and dairy products. 


“This means that there is sufficient food, a sufficiency of 
agricultural products here. Nowhere in any of the cities or 
villages visited or along the road did I meet any signs or effects 
of the famine of which foreign newspapers take delight in writ- 
ing. And, incidentally it is just at this time of year that 
famine, if it existed, would already be felt severely.”
